I thank him,, that? the Hungarian Government engaged me to go to 
Milan as attach A de presse at Hungarian General Consul*© in this 
city. (July *19*41)-. After six month I left the papers, that is 
it was impossible to work from Milan as journalist. June - 
July 1943 baron Axor called me to^Rome. Maxell 1S44 I resigned 
(together with the Minister) to the new Hungarian regime. 

Because the german occupation "fcf could not publish my decision. 

May 194^4 the hungarian "government" ordered my immediate suspen- 
sion, and gav/ri order to turn in Hungary. I resigned and opposed * 
to go and was^hldden in Rome. When Allied came to Rome I pub- 
lished immediately my decision and presented me to the authorities.
